Attorney General Says 
Government To Com ply 
W ith Court's Decision 
WASHINGTON *.P— A Justice De­ 
partment order suspending appli­ 
cation of the federal employe se­ 
curity program, to nonsensitive 
jobs stirred fresh demands in 
Congress today for new legisla­ 
tion to include them. 
Atty, Gen. Brownell, announc­ 
ing the action yesterday, said it 
was taken to assure that the ex­ 
ecutive branch “complies fully” 
with a Supreme Court decision 
of last Monday. 
However. Sen. Olin D. Johnston 
(D-SC) said he regarded it. as “an 
admission by the Eisenhower ad. 
ministration of its hoax numbers 
racket: and a. feeble attempt to 
correct the hundreds of .injustices 
it brought about.” 
The Supreme Court ruled in ef 
feet Monday that the government 
may not summarily dismiss on se 
curity grounds workers whose 
jobs are not directly concerned 
with national security. The ruling 
did not affect application of the 
program to sensitive jobs.

BROWNELL announced that the 
security program, was being -sus­ 
pended pending further study in­ 
sofar as It related to the removal 
of employes in nonsensitive jobs. 
He also said any employes in 
nonsensitive jobs who now are un 
der suspension are to be restored 
to duty immediately. He said 
there are 17 of these. Their names 
were not disclosed. 
Sen. Cotton ÍR-NH) said the res­ 
toration of these suspended em­ 
ployes makes ‘’even more impera­ 
tive” the prompt enactment of 
legislation to make the security 
program applicable to all govern­ 
ment employes. 
Cotton is one of the sponsors 
of a hill introduced by Sen, 
Mundt (R-SD) to nullify the ef­ 
fect of the Supreme Court’s 6-3 
decision. Similar bills have been 
introduced bv Sens. Eastland (D-

The magazine points out that bed­ 
ding is more than cheap litter to 
keep animals out of filth — it is an 
important link in animal health. 
Improper bedding and p o o r 
sanitation which accompanies it 
contributes to animal losses tot­ 
aling a bill inn dollars a year due 
to a rinnat d ise a se s and p a ra s ite * 
and losses in the production of 
meat, milk, woo) and work, inef­ 
ficient feed use and death losses. 
Stockmen know from experience 
that a n i m a l s will lie down in a 
clean bed. If they are cold and 
wet, they stand and shiver. T h e 
animal, except for the horse, re­ 
quires nine percent more fuel when 
standing than when lying down. 
Under ideal conditions, 50 percent 
of all feed consumed by animals 
is used for maintenance require­ 
ments. 
# * • 
ON THE AVERAGE it requires 
1,000 pounds of feed to produce 500 
pounds of beef with 50 percent of 
the feed or 500 pounds used for 
maintenance. If bedding is wet and 
filthy, the animal stands instead of 
lying dowrn. increasing the main­ 
tenance requirement by 9 percent 
or 45 pounds. 
With feed costing $70 a ton, this 
means that each 100 pounds of beef 
produced may cost $1 57 more due 
to poor bedding. 
Proper bedding soaks up urine

nure. Urine makes up 20 percent 
of the total excrement of horses 
and 40 percent of that of hogs 
with these figures representing 
the two extremes. 
The urine or liquid manure, con 
tains nearly 50 percent of the nitro 
gen, 6 percent of the phosphate 
and 60 percent of the potash of 
average barnyard manure.
